The question paper in English will be designed to test the 
candidate’s understanding of English and workman like use 
of words. The syllabus covers various aspects like: Grammar 
and usage, vocabulary, comprehension and cohesion in 
extended test to test the candidate’s proficiency in English.

The question paper on General Knowledge will broadly 
cover the subjects : Physics, Chemistry, General Science, 
Social Studies, Geography and Current Events.

Out of maximum marks assigned to part ‘B’ of this 
paper, questions on Sections ‘A’, ‘B’, ‘C’, ‘D’, ‘E’ and ‘F’ 
will carry approximately 25%, 15%, 10%, 20%, 20% and 
10% weightages respectively. 

Intelligence and personality test 

In addition to the interview the candidates will be put 
to Intelligence Tests both verbal and non-verbal, designed 
to asse.ss their basic intelligence. They will also be put 
to Group Tests such as group discussions, group planning, 
outdoor group tasks, and asked to give brief lectures on 
specified subjects. All these tests are intended to judge 
the mental calibre of a candidate. In broad terms, this is 
really an assessment of not only his intellectual qualities 
but also his social traits and interests in current affairs.

FINAL STAGfe. 

Candidates are also advised to rectify minor defects/ 
ailments iii order to speed-up finalisation of medical 
examination conducted at the Military Hospital after Being 
recommended at the SSB.

Civilian candidates appearing for all types of commission 
in the Armed forces will be entitled to out-patients treatment 
from service sources at public expense for injuries sustained 
or diseases contacted during the course of their examination 
by the Selection Board. They will also be entitled to in¬ 
patient treatment at public expense in the Officer’.s ward of 
a ho.spital provided— 

(a) the injury thus sustained during the tests or, 

(b) the disease is contacted during the course of the 
examination by selection board and there is nl> suitable 
accommodation in local civil hospital or it is impracticable 
to remove the patient to the civil hospital; or, 

(c) the medical board requires the candidate’s admission 
for cKservaUon. 

NOTE : They are not. entitled to special nursing. 

A candidate recommended by the Services Selection 
Board will undergo a medical examination by a Board of 
Service Medical Officers. Only those candidates will be 
admitted to the academy who are declared fit by the 
Medical Board. The proceedings of the Medical Board are 
confidential and will not be divulged to anyone. However, 
the candidates declared unfit will be intimated by the

Candidates declared unfit during Appeal Medical Board 
will be intimated about the provision of Review Medical 
Board :

On account of lower age of NDA candidates, a margin of up 
to 5,0 cm. in height, 2.5 cm. in leg length (minimuft) and 1.0 
cm. sitting height (minimum) may be given provided it is 
certified by the Medical Board that the candidate Is likely to 
grow and come upto the required standard on completion of 
his training in NDA. 

(d) Chest should be well developed. Fully expanded chest 
should not be less than 81 cms. The.minimum range 
of expansion after full inspiration should be 5 cms. 
The measurement Will be taken with a tape so adjusted 
that its lower edge should touch the nipple in front 
and the upper part of the tape should touch the lower 
angle of the shoulder blades behind. X-Ray of the 
chest is compulsory and will be taken to rule out any 
disease of the chest. 

(e) There should be no disease of bones and joints of the 
body. X-ray of spine of candidates will not be carried 
out as a routine except for Air Force. It will, however, 
be done on the advice of surgical specialist wherever 
clinically indicated. Minor congenital defects which 
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are not likely to interfere in the performance of military 
duties may be acceptable on merit. 

Spinal Conditions 

(f) The following past medical history is disqualifying 
for Aiir force duties : 

(i) Disease or injury of the spine or sacroiliac joint 
either with or without objective sign which has 
prevented the candidate from successfully following 
a physically active life. 

(ii) Prolapse intervertebral disc and surgery for the 
condition. 

(g) Thorough Clinical examination of the spine 
including its shape, local tenderness if any, spinal 
movements etc. is to be carried out. For candidates 
for aircrew duties only, X-ray of lumbosacral cervical 
spine (AP and Lateral views); is to be carried out. 

(h) Mild Kyphosis or Lordosis where deformity is barely 
noticeable and there is no pain or restriction of 
movement will not preclude acceptance. 

(i) In case of noticeable Scoliosis or suspicion of any 
other abnormality or spinal deformity, more than mild, 
appropriate X-rays of the spine are to be taken and 
the Examinee referred for specialist’s advice. 

(i) The following conditions detected on X-ray 
examination will be disqualifying for entry to Air 
Force 

(i) Granulomatius disease Of spine. 

(ii) Arthritis/spondylosis 

(iii) Scoliosis more than 15 degree as measured by 
Cobb’s Method (10 degree for Army).

(k) A candidate should have no past history of mental 
breakdown or fits. 


(1) The hearing should be normal. A candidate'should be 
able to hear a forced whisper with each ear at a distance 
of 610 cms. in a quite room.

• and throat. Audiometric test will be done for AF.

(r) Any^ disease of skin which is likely .to cause 
disability or disfigurement will also be a cause for 
rejection. 

(s) A candidate shoujd be able to read 6/6 in a distant 
vision chart with each eye with or without glasses. 
Myopia should not be more than 2.5D and 
hypermetropia not more than 3.5D including 
Astigmatism. Internal examination of the eye will 
be done by means of opthalmoscope to rule out 
any disease of the eye.
